During 1948-49 Season 


Florida's sport fishing busi- 
ness hit an all-time high dur- 
ing the 1948-49 season, Cole- 
man Newman, State Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commision 
director, anounced last week. 

Newman reported that 273, 
918 persons bought fishing lic- 
enses during the fiscal year to 
shatter all previous records. 
Sales exceeded the 1947-48 fig- 
ure by more than 53,400, he 
said. 

Newman's report showed that 
the state accommodated more 
out-of-state anglers last year 
than ever before. Non-resident 
license sales numbered 83,808, 
a 34 percent jump over the 
previous year. Sales to resi- 
dents increased 18 percent with 
a total of 190,110. 

Newman said the sky-rock- 
eting non-resident sales result- 
ed from pointing up fresh water 
fishing in out-of-stae publicity 
campaigns by the game agency 
and the State Advertising Com- 
mission. 

Receipts from fishing license 
sales amounted to approximate- 
ly $570,613, nearly $150,000 
more than the hunting license 
total. The director pointed out 
that receipts from fishing ex- 
ceeded those from hunting for 
the second time in history. 
Fishing license sales topped 
thosd for hunting for the first 
time during the 1947-48 season. 


Florida Riches Poured 
Into Uncle Sam's Big 
Income Tax Trough 


Federal internal revenue col- 
lections in Florida totaled $341, 
150,052 in the fiscal year end- 
ing July 1, 1949, the research 
and industrial division of the 
Florida State Chamber of Com- 
merce reported yesterday in its 
weekly business review. 

“This total was made up of 
$194,882,895 in individual in- 
come taxes, including withhold- 


poration income and profit 
taxes; $20,869,512° in employ- 
ment and carriers’ taxes, and 
$54,540,052 in miscellaneous in- 
ternal-revenue such as taxes on 
amusements, furs, jewelry, lug- 
gage and toilet preparations. 
“Comparative levels. of tax 
collections are significant. Com- 
paring the fiscal year 1948-1949 
with the previous fiscal year, 
a four percent increase in em- 
ployment taxes is noted, show- 
ing an extension of business and 
industry in the State. An in- 
crease of more than half a mil- 
lion dollars in corporation tax- 
es is also noted. 

“A decrease of 19 percent in 
individual income taxes paid 
and of 12 percent in miscellan- 
eous collections are brought out 
by the comparision. 

“Total collections for the 19 
48-1949 fiscal year were down 
13 percent from the previous 
year.”

‘The large number of candi- 
dates compares with" 372 who 
received degrees during the 
same period last year, Many 
of the candidates are public 
school teachers tor Florida who 
returned to complete work for 
advanced degrees. 

Included in the degrees to be 
received are 341 bachelors, 64 
law, 138 masters and 3 Ph.D. 
Two students, Richard H. Al- 
len and William Robert Mc- 
Cown, will receive bachelor and 
law degrees. William M. 
Scruggs, Jr., will receive both 
the BSA and BSE degrees. 
Commencement speaker will 
be Richard W. Ervin, Attorney 
General for the State of Florida, 
who will speak in The Part 
Education Plays in Developing 
Moral Values. 

Horticulturist Tells 
How To Treat Shrubs 
Broken By Hurricane 


GAINESVILLE, Fla. — The 
care of plants damaged by the 
recent hurricane requires only 
ordinary good judgement, ac- 
cording to G. H. Blackmon, hor- 
ticulturist with the Agricultural 
Experiment Station at the Uni- 
versity of Florida, but he offers 
the following advice to bolster 
that good judgement.

In the case of pruning or cut- 
ting back damaged limbs, only 
those branches of more than 
an inch in diameter require 
protection and should be paint- 
ed or dressed. 

“These same general sugges- 
tions would follow for trees,” 
said Blackmon. 


You Must Pay “The Man’ 
If He Comes After Your 
Automobile License 


TALLAHASSEE, Sept. 6— 
(FNS)—If you refuse to surren- 
der your driver's license under 
the automobile financial respon- 
sibility law, you haye to pay 
the expenses of the peace officer 
sent to get it from you. Attorney 
General Richard Ervin has 
ruled that the expenses of such 
an officer are “collectible as any 
other account.” 

The financial responsibility 
law requires a driver at fault 
in an automobile accident to 
pay damages and show ability 
to meet expenses of any future 
accidents. Failure to do so means 
loss of the driver's license for 
a.year. 

If the driver does not give up 
his ‘license voluntarily, a peace 
officer may be sent to get it 
from him.

The 
amount of anticipated revenue was again $15,000. So far, collec- 
tions amount to $18,116.75—a surplus of $3,116.75. This is the 
first surplus shown by this department since it was created. 


I feel that my record as commissioner speaks for itself. If 
elected again I will continue to work for further improvements 
and for the interests of the people of Belle Glade.
